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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment filed 5/21/2010 has been fully considered but has not been entered given that the amendment 
raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. Specifically, applicants have amended claim 16 to recite "5% or less 
of the fat and oil composition", which changes the scope of the claim which was originally interpreted as a-linolenic acid in the amount of 
5% or less, to a composition wherein the overall amount of a-linolenic acid makes up 5% or less of the entire composition. Such 
amendment narrows the scope of the claim and includes limitations that were not previously considered by the examiner. 
The amendment is also not being entered given that claim 25 would require further consideration and search given that the claim recites 
"consisting of language with respect to the vegetable and oil composition which is narrower in scope then the previously pending claims. 
Therefore, further consideration and search would be required. 

Furthermore, the amendment to claim 16 does not overcome the previous 112, second paragraph rejection and new claim 25 also raises a 
112, second paragraph rejection given that it also states "wherein an a-linolenic acid content" which seems as if the a-linolenic acid is 
included as an ingredient of the arachidonic acid and not a separate ingredient. 

Regarding Applicant's statement of the finality of the previous office action, claim 16 of claims filed 10/05/2009 brought in the limitation of 
10-100,000 ppm arachidonic acid, which was not in the original claims and therefore the limitation was not previously considered. This 
change necessitated the new grounds of rejection and therefore the action was properly made final. 

Regarding Applicant's statement concerning the claim rejection, it is agreed that claims 1 and 9 are withdrawn and only claim 1 1 has been 
cancelled. 
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
